AMERICA. 



Judging from statistical summaries 
contained in the annual report of the 
Commissioner for Federal Taxes, the 
amount spent annually in the United 
States on smoking and drinking is 
enormous. During the fiscal year end- 
ing-June 30th, 1878, notwithstanding 
general commercial depressiDn and hard 
times, 1,905,063,000 cigars were con- 
sumed. The report estimates each 
cigar on an average worth 10 cents, so 
that the total value of cigars consumed 
during the twelve mouths would be 
about 6190,506,300. In addition there 
was al.so consumed 25,312,433 lbs. of 
' tobacco for smoking, tiio value of which 
is estimated at .$15,000,000. But the

COMMEROIAL RELATIONS OF 
ENGLAND AND FRANCE.

Tho Proserpine is the 
only company who have worked without 
failing all winter in quartz, and now their 
labor seems to bo rewarded. Wo don't 
own a single share in this mine, but wo 
do own an interest in Cariboo, li. C. , and 
wo shall devote the next ten yeoi'S of our 
life to immixg what we have heretofore as- 
sorted. 

"TIic Proserpine's ia a fine working shaft 
5x10 feet, well timbered, and is CO fcot 
deep. At this depth they have found what 
has not been found before in Cariboo, 
free guld in tho quartz.

Movable Fibe Station. — Practical 
measures have been taken in London 
for tho better protection of the city 
from lire, and a novel invention, de- 
signated a mov.able firo station, has 
been placed in position in tho neigbor- 
hood of Fleet street.

In accordanco ^vith an edict of 
Paisley Established Presbytery, the 
Gaelic language ceased to be used in 
the service at Oakshaw Street Gaelic 
Church on Sunday. There was a pretty 
good attendance in tho church in the 
morning by 11 o'clock. The audience 
was composed of many elderly males 
and females, with a good sprinkling of 
youths and maidens of twenty years or 
so, very few JuTeniles being- wesent. 
At five minutes past li Mr. M'Kenzio, 
tho pastor, entered the pulpit unusher- 
ed and minus his gown, the Gaelic pre- 
centor and choir being absent from their 
usual places. The utmost decorum pre- 
vailed up to this point, and tho rever- 
end gentleman. rose to his.feet to begin 
the devotions of the day. Taking the 
book in his hand, he said: "Let us be- 
gin." These words, clearly uttered in 
English, at once "set the heather on 
fire," and nnaily every person iu tho 
church rose to his feet in an excited 
manner, and began to leave the church, 
numbers of them using strong language 
to Mr. M'Kenzie, calling on him to 
"shut up," and otherwise indicating 
iheir great displeasure at the course he 
felt advised to take. Tho reverend 
gentleman, however, continued to read 
tho 1 09th psalm to the half-dozeu of 
the auditory who had remained in their 
seats. The noi.sy disturbance continued 
outside among the "secps.sionists," and 
Mr. M'Kenzie wi.sely- desisted from at- 
tempting the singing of tho psalm; but 
engaged in prayer, several of the mana- 
gers of thechuich having peeped inside 
the doors before he had got tliis length 
and bawled to those inside that "if they 
were gentlemen they would come out," 
and that "tlicy had better, as the yetts 
wero going to bo shut," and "Yo 
needna sit tliorc like clockin' liens. If 
ye don't come, it will be waur for ye." 
None of these responded to tho apjieal 
to leave, and Mr. M'Kenzie proceeded 
with his prayer, tho sound of his voice 
being occasionally drowned by the 
noi.sy stamping of feet on the flagstones 
in front of the church and the excited 
enunciation of Gaelic oxecration.s. 
When the prayer was over an eruption 
was made into tlie church by a dozen 
or more young fcunales, the leader of 
whom — a dark-eyed and scmewhat 
comely daughter of the mist — angrily 
upbraided those of the sitters who Imd 
their pf'ws, and hurled, in English, at 
tho occupant of tho pulpit such epithets 
as "traitor," "turncoat," "renegade, ' 
while the langiiage of the mountain 
further served to carry unpalatiible bits 
of individual opinion to the ears of the 
minister, but which to the ears of the 
writer were mcro matter i^z conjecture. 
Thu pulpit was now surrounded by a 
crowd of both sexes, wildly gesticulat- 
ing, and it must have seemed to Mr. 
M'Kenzie that further persistence in 
the service would be injudicious, and 
he closed his bible and read an intinia- 
liou summoning the kirk session to a 
meeting to be held some time during 
the week. He then descended from 
tho pulpit and made his way to the 
session house where ho was quickly 
surrounded by the tumultuous Gaels. 
The faithful few who had kept their 
seats were not allowed to depart in 
peace, but were rudely scolded by the 
indignant females, and a meek-looking 
personage was accused of being present 
that day ' that "be might put his foot 
on the neck of tho Highlanders and 
trample them to death." During the 
reading of the notice calling the moot- 
ing of kirk session, the reader's voice 
was drowned by hooting and imitations 
of dog-harks proceeding from diflerent 
parts of tho church. Mr. M'Konzie 
was in a somewhat faint condition, we 
are told, when he reached the session 
house, snd at once asked tor a drink of 
water. He remained there with tho 
managers and kirk-.session for somo 
time, the door being surrounded by 
angry females showering in upon him 
indignant expressions of angry dissent.
